-Sir,—I am very glad to hear 
‘that tholforeignors in Shamoen are 
oll doing woll and that thoy havo 
refused some of ‘the torms de- 
manded by ‘tho Strike Guilds. 
These Guilds have oa conception 
that the foreigners are soft and 
can be forced to obey and‘adhore 
to whatsoovor torms thoy may 
choose to moako against “thom: 
Tho only. way to stop the strike is 
for the. foroignors to stick it out 
and not give ing bit. By doing 
this they will not only broak up 
the prosont strike but will put 
stoppor on all future 
ones. ‘Tho majority of my 
countrymon and the Shumeoon 
Chinese omploycos are all very 
much up against the strike and 
many of the omployees aro willt 
ing to resumo work again on tho 
modified now regulations but aro 
provonted from doing so by the 
Striko loadorn. ‘It is not prestigo 
that thoso striko leaders aro 
fighting for, but.only downright 
hooliganism, anti-foreign thove- 
ment and gotting up a pretext to 
cauto trouble, And the Canton 
Government Officials backing it 
up.

NEW ARRANGEMENT. 


Reluting the facts loading up to 
tho discovory of tho loss, Mr. 
Alabaster told how all tho money 
was, up to March 4th, in the joint 
Control of the compradoro and tho 
foreign staff. On March 4th, 
$255,000 was withdrawn from 
thoir contro! and placed in tho big 
Sooure safe in tho gonoral office 
of tho Bank. The compradoro 
had no key and knowledge of the 
combination. Tho compradoro 
and his staff did not know of tha 
afrangement until May 15th, 
when it became definitely known 
as tho." Cash in Reserve” which 
his Lordship would note wos 
different from tho ‘ Cashicr’s 
Reserve," Aftor this dato, the 
cashier. and
